A fter the battle on Ju ly 2Mtb, at 
Guanica, Company C wa- assigned to 
quarters right, in the town, and during 
the three days that we remained there 
we were several times detailed for out­ 
post duty, scouting work and once the 
Sixth regiment and a company of ar- 
j til lory made a short night expedition 
into the interior. 
W h ile at Guanica 
[ wi* learned to know that the realities 
i of arm y life are not altogether of that 
dress parade character that some of 
the boys anticipated. 
W e lear.ied to 
re.*pond more quickly to commands, to 
move rapidly from one place to another 
and we also had several twenty-fo r 
hour fasting lessons. 
Early Saturday morning vve received 
orders to be ready at !t o’clock to move 
overland to Ponce, the metropolis and 
mo"t wealthy city of the island.
